Paul 
wrote  in  large  letters  when  he  said  “God 
forbid  that  I  should  glory  save  in  the  cross 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  through  which  1 
am  crucified  to  the  world  and  the  world  to 
me.'' For  this  reason  lie  could  say,  “I  have 
been  crucified  with  Christ  and  it  is  no  longer 
I  that  live  but  Christ  livetli  in  me."  On  the 
basis  of  this  he  could  say,  “I  learned  in  what 
state  I  am  therein  to  be  self-sufficient  *  * 

1  can  do  al  lthings  iu  Christ  who  strengthen 
eth  me.”  One  who  has  laid  hold  of  God  at 
the  cross  off  Christ  can  truly  say  from  hence¬ 
forth,  “It  is  God  that  worketh  in  us  to  will 
and  to  do  of  His  good  pleasure.”  If  yon 
wish  to  find  the  secret  of  rkoamic  energy.” 
if  you  wish  to  release  it  for  actual,  practical, 
personal  use  in  the  fight  against  sin.  and  the 
harnessing  of  divine  power  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  world-big  tasks,  you  must  come 
to  and  remain  at  the  cross  of  Jesus  Christ. 
It  must  be  the  subject  of  our  thinking  and 
the  object  of  our  faith.  The  explanation  of 
Paul's  supernormal  life,  which  was  such  as 
to  bring  the  charge  that  he  was  beside  him¬ 
self,  was  that  he  was  charged  with  a  new 
energy:  “For  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth 
us,  because  we  thus  judge  that  if  one  died 
for  all  than  all  died ;  and  he  died  for  all,  that 
they  who  live  should  no  longer  live  unto 
themselves  hut  unto  him  who  for  their  sakes 
died  and  rose  again.”  This  was  shortly  af¬ 
ter  he  had  written,  “For  wc  who  live  are 
always  delivered  unto  death  for  Jesus’  sake, 
that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  may  be  manifested 
in  our  mortal  flesh.”  If  you  are  looking  for 
the  kosmic  energy,  you  will  find  it  at  the 
cross. 

THAT  MIDAS  STORY 

Many  of  the  ancients  wore  good  at  moral¬ 
izing  and  their  morals  were  taught  in  “cun 
ningly  devised  falijles”  so  as  to  find  a  ready 
hearing  and  to  be  kept  in  mind  more  easily. 
Among  the  stories  told  was  the  one  of  a  king 
named  Midas,  “somewhere  in  Asia.”  who 
had  a  guperfondness  for  the  yellow  metal. 
Being  given  the  privilege  of  making  a  re¬ 
quest  which  should  be  granted  him.  he 
thought  it  would  lifive  him  the  means  of  ac¬ 
quiring  any  and  everything  he  wished  if  he 
eould  get  all  the  gold  he  desired.  So  upon 
his  request  it  was  granted  that  everything 
he  touched  should  turn  to  gold.  Many  would 
he  ready  to  envy  him  this  magic  touch  to 
day.  But  the  sequel  of  the  story  is  one  of 
disappointment  is  not  of  disillusionment.  It 
became  true  that  everything  he  touched 
turned  to  gold.  But  behold  his  amazement 
and  horror  when  j  he  touches  his  food  and 
that  iH  immediately  hardened  to  insoluble 
and  indigestible  gold.  And  then  as  he  enters 
his  home  and  lays  his  hand  affectionately  on 
his  son.  he  sees  hifn  stiffen,  turn  yellow  and 
solidify  into  a  golden  and  dead  image  under 
his  touch.  It  is  not  necessary  to  pursue  this 
story  further;  th«  moral  is  plain  enough. 
If  you  are  looking  for  a  scripture  verse  to 
finish  off  the  story;  with,  you  may  read  what 
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Jesus  said,  “A  man’s  life  consists  not  in  what 
he  has,  even  when  he  has  abundance.” 

The  pity  of  this  story  is  that  it  is  not  an 
ancient  but  a  very  modern  one.  There  be 
those  among  us  on  whom  the  passion  has 
grown  for  getting  more  and  more,  until  the 
pleasure  of  possession  or  of  using  has  been 
lost  in  the  lust  of  acquisition,  and  this  has 
become  the  joy  of  a  madman.  They  have 
probably  been  what  the  world  calls  success¬ 
ful,  and  whatever  they  have  touched  has 
turned  to  money.  But  this  ahility  to  turn 
everything  to  money  which  some  would  covet 
overreaches  itself.  It  lays  its  hand  on  a 
man's  thoughts  and  affections  and  gives  the 
yellow  tinge  to  them.  The  finer,  holier  things 
in  life  coma  to  have  only  a  money  value  and 
a  money  aspect  All  go  tothe  till.  It  comes 
to  pass  that  the  things  that  ought  to  feed 
our  souls  leave  us  hungry  and  starving.  The 
things  that  develop  and  satisfy  our  affections 
are  changed  to  golden  images.  It  is  a  dan¬ 
gerous  quality,  this  ability  to  turn  every¬ 
thing  to  gold.  We  arc  poor  indeed  when 
material  things  become  the  sum  and  stan¬ 
dard  of  our  possessions. 

But  there  is  a  creeping  danger  among  us 
that  the  gold  standard  may  become  the  meas¬ 
ure  of  success  or  failure  iu  our  church  work. 
God  forbid  that  I  should  give  a  grain  of  com¬ 
fort  to  the  stingy  soul  who  decries  giving 
and  disparages  benevolence  in'  our  religious 
work.  There  is  no  place  of  rest  for  the  sole 
of  his  feet  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  But  we 
ought  to  he  equally  solicitous  on  the  other 
hand  that  we  do  not  have  the  single  gold  or 
silver  standard  by  which  to  measure  the 
progress  or  prosperity  of  the  churches  of 
Christ.  We  must  see  to  it  that  the  primary 
purpose  and  disideratum  are  spiritpality  and 
righteousness  among  our  people.  Spiritual¬ 
ity  will  produce  generosity  and  righteousness 
will  certainly  include  it.  but  a  church  ia  not 
measured  chiefly  by  the  money  it  raises.  The 
vital  statistics  are  more  important  than  the 
trade  balance.  It  is  better  to  have  a  high 
birth  rate  in  the  church  anil  a  low  mortality 
than  to  report  large  sums  given  for  benevo¬ 
lence.  lx‘t  us  not  underestimate  the  cart, 
but  let  us  not  get  the  cart  before  the  horse. 
The  horse  power  in  a  church,  rather 
the  man  power,  the  spiritual  power  must 
keep  first  place  with  us.  Let  us  not  make 
the  foolish  mistake  of  wishing  to  turn  every¬ 
thing  into  money  value.  That  at  beat  is  a 
temporary  expedient  and  may  lie  a  mislead¬ 
ing  and  deceptive  one.  It  would  be  a  misfor¬ 
tune  if  some  one  should  discover  the  phil¬ 
osopher's  stoi^'  b\  which  all  baser  metals 
could  be  turned  into  gold.  It  were  an  un¬ 
speakable  calamity  that  some  person  or  some 
condition  should  arise  which  would  trans¬ 
mute  spiritual  force  into  money  values 

SAUL  AMONG  THE  PROPHET8 

Saul  was  a  handsome  young  man  and  stood 
head  and  shoulders  above  his  brethren;  was 
becomingly  modest,  at  least  for  a  time. 
Withal  he  had  in  him  the  making  of  a  good 
king,  for  the  Lord  had  chosen  him  and  an¬ 
ointed  him  to  that  office.  And  upon  his  first 
adventure  against  the  hereditary  enemy  he 
was  very  successful.  But  he  was  in  a  strange 
and  unfamiliar  role  among  the  prophets  He 
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had  mixed  somewhat  with  the  preachers, 
and  one  of  them,  the  great  Samuel,  had  taken 
him  in  his  home,  communed  with  him  of  all 
things  pertaining  to  the  prospective  king¬ 
dom,  and  then  poured  the  anointing  oil  on 
his  head  indicating  that  Ood  had  given  him 
a  special  enduemcnt  of  the  Spirit  for  the 
kingly  office  to  which  he  had  been  called. 
In  fulfillment  of  this  prophetic  anointing  it 
is  said  that  as  Saul  went  away  the  “Spirit 
of  the  I/)rd  came  upon  Saul  and  he  became 
a  new  man.’’  But — and  here  seems  to  have 
been  Saul's  mistake — but  Saul  began  to 
prophesy.  This  startled  the  natives  and  sur¬ 
prised  his  intimate  friends  and  the  puzzled 
if  not  critical  inquiry  went  the  rounds:  “Is 
Saul  among  the  prophets  f” 

Now,  Ood  anoints  men  for  different  forms 
of  service.  He  anointed  David  to  be  a  king; 
Aaron  to  be  a  priest;  and  Elisha  to  be  a 
prophet.  Not  often  does  he  anoint  one  man 
to  perform  more  than  one  great  function, 
or  fill  more  than  one  great  office.  All  of  this 
is  brought  to  mind  by  the  recent  venture  of 
Mr.  Jno.  D.  Rosckefeller,  Jr.,  who  bears  a 
great  name,  possesses  a  great  frotune  and  we 
doubt  not  was  called  of  Ood  to  a  great  task 
as  a  captain  of  industry  and  dispenser  of 
philanthropy.  We  have  great  respect  for  the 
large  work  of  genuine  philanthropy  which  he 
and  his  father  have  been  doing.  We  have 
no  suggestion  other  than  high  and  pure  mo¬ 
tives  which  have  inspired  them.  We  have 
no  prejudice  against  great  wealth,  no  criti¬ 
cism  about  the  false  cry  of  tainted  money, 
nor  symapthy  witth  those  whose  chief  capital 
is  inveighing  against  great  capitalists  These 
men  have  been  used,  are  being  used,  and  we 
trust  will  still  more  be  used  for  great  and 
good  aims  in  the  kingdom  of  Ood  and  the 
service  of  men.  We  believe  they  sincerely 
desire  to  be  used. 

But  when  this  handsome  young  Saul,  who 
in  many  ways  stands  head  and  shoulders 
above  his  brethren  and  shows  great  capacity 
in  specific  lines,  breaks  over  the  lines  and 
essays  a  role  among  the  prophets — well 
Balaam's  saddle  horse  can  beat  him.  He  is 
sure  to  miss  the  mark  Recently  he  has  pub¬ 
lished  a  pamphlet  with  the  title,  "The  Chris¬ 
tian  Church,  What  of  Its  Future!”  and  has 
sent  it  out  among  the  brethren  with  his  com¬ 
pliments.  Like  many  others,  he  has  had  his 
ecclesiastical  equilibrium  somewhat  unset¬ 
tled  by  the  war  and  sees  things  somewhat 
distorted.  Or  he  is  in  the  condition  of  the 
man  who  was  in  the  process  of  receiving  his 
eyesight,  when  he  remarked,  “I  sec  men  as 
trees  walking.''  For  example,  he  says: 

* '  First  of  all  is  a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice 
and  unselfishness  Whether  it  be  on  the  bat¬ 
tlefield  or  behind  the  lines,  in  the  pestilence- 
ridden  district  or  among  the  starving  vil¬ 
lagers,  the  thought  is  never  of  self,  but  al¬ 
ways  of  the  other  man  or  woman. 

"We  see  charity  exhibited,  brotherly  love, 
as  it  has  never  been  manifested  before. 
Whenever  and  wherever  human  need  ap¬ 
pears,  the  last  crust  is  cheerfully  shared,  the 
last  garment  is  gladly  given  to  a  more  needy- 
one.  ' ' 

This  is  a  one-sided  effort  to  extol  the  spirit 
of  charity  outside  tfe  churches  The  spirit 
of  philanthropy  is  the  product  of  the  church¬ 


es  and  outside  their  influence  and  in  some 
instances  in  spite  of  their  influence  it  has 
taken  the  full  weight  of  the  United  States 
government  to  prevent  rapacious  greed  and 
robbery  in  the  control  of  food  products.  The 
war  has  brought  to  light  the  thoughts  of 
many  hearts.  Some  of  them  have  been  good, 
but  others  have  been  anything  but  good. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  says  that  when  the  war  is 
over  the  “Religion  of  the  Inarticulate  will 
develop  its  own  church,  which  will  be  the 
church  of  the  future,  finding  its  lehders 
among  the  laity,  and  if  this  happens,  as  it  is 
not  impossible,  it  will  be  conclusive  proof 
that  the  church  of  today  has  failed.”  Against 
this  prophecy  we  put  that  of  Jesus,  who  said, 
“On  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church  and 
the  gates  of  hades  shall  not  prevail  against 
it.”  Again  Mr.  Rockefeller  says  the  terms 
for  admission  into  this  church  of  the  future 
will  be  “love  for  God  as  He  is  revealed  in 
Christ  and  His  living  Spirit,  and  the  vital 
translation  of  this  love  into  Christ-like  life. 

It  would  pronounce  ordinance,  ritual,  creed, 
all  non-essential  for  admiasion  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  or  His  church.”  Here,  like  many 
others,  he  .confuses  the  kingdom  and  the 
church.  The  word  of  God  makes  faith  in 
Christ  the  one  condition  of  admission  int* 
the  kingdom.  But  when  this  faith  is  given 
visible  expression  in  the  open  confession  of 
allegiance  to  Christ  in  the  ordinance  of  bap 
tism,  then  he  becomes  identified  outwardly 
with  those  who  have  alike  precious  faith. 
Only  thus  can  there  be  any  articulation  of 
kingdom  energy  and  functioning  for  king¬ 
dom  service.  Whenever  this  “Religion  of 
the  Inarticulate”  finds  expression  it  will  be 
in  an  organized  church  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
lint'll  it  does  become  articulate  the  world  will 
not  know  it  is  in  existence.  It  is  a  mere 
spectre,  a  spook  church. 

Again  Mr.  Rockefeller  says: 

“Its  ministers  would  be  trained  not  only 
in  the  seminary,  but  quite  as  much  in  life, 
with  the  supreme  emphasis  on  life.  For  it 
would  be  an  important  part  of  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  each  that  he  should  spenud  months, 
years  (Kissibly,  working  with  his  hands  in 
the  fields  or  the  shop,  doing  business  in  the 
store  or  office,  so  that  he  might  not  have 
merely  a  laboratory  acquaintance  with  the 
problems  of  human  life,  but  the  practical 
knowledge  which  alone  comes  from  experi¬ 
ence  and  contact  with  them. 

“Yes,  the  ministry  of  this  church  would 
live  in  vital  touch  with  humanity;  it  would 
nunderstand  and  sympathize  with  human 
difficulties,  and  would  exert  its  influence  as 
much  in  living  as  in  preaching." 

To  this  it  may  be  replied  that  all  the 
preachers  we  have  ever  known  have  been 
men  who  have  been  reared  to-  some  kind  of 
work,  generally  to  hard  labor,  working  with 
their  hands  and  having  the  common  experi¬ 
ences  of  mankind  There  is  nothing  new  in 
this  educational  requirement. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  would  do  away  with  all 
competing  or  duplicating  churches  of  differ¬ 
ent  denominations.  Wonder  if  there  is  any 
standard  oil  suggestion  in  this,  any  of  the 
pruning  away  of  the  rose  vines  to  produce 
one  rose.  We  too  believe  in  doing  away  with 
all  non-essentials,  but  we  do  not  believe  that

i  Hipinre  dire'-tly  in  front  of  the  Winter  Pal*''-’ 
l  and  conducted  for  the  first  time  in  the  exist- 
-  ence  of  that  city  an  open  sir  Gospel  service, 
s  large  numbers  of  men  and  women  aosombled. 
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After  the  mesaage  was  delivered  the  people 
turned  to  the  preacher  and  said;  “Where 
have  you  been  so  long?  and  why  did  you  not 
tell  us  this  before?"  "I  was  in  Siberia,  was 
the  reply.  , 

Never  since  the  beginning  of  Christianity 
has  such  an  immense  population  of  our  own 
white  people  become  accessible  to  Missionary 
Enterprise  Our  evangelization  plan  must 
embrace  not  ony  the  hundred  mission  native 
Russians,  but  also  the  seven  million  Jews, 
the  twenty  million  Poles,  the  thirty  million 
I’krainiaus,  millions  of  Mohammedans  (Tar¬ 
tars,  Kurds,  Kirghiz,  etc),  Armenians,  Rou¬ 
manians  and  Greeks,  and  besides  these  the 
Hulgarians,  Servians,  Croatians.  Montene¬ 
grins  and  other  related  Slavonic  peoples. 

The  propaganda  of  Atheism  and  Material¬ 
ism  is  already  assuming  awful  proportions 
There  is  no  time  to  lose  The  Greek  Ortho¬ 
dox  Church  is  rapidly  toting  its  grip  upon 
the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  before  long 
large  in -i -- — •  of  simple  relink 
Russians  may  be  led  astray  into  complete  in 
fidelity.

If  the  latter,  then., 
fhecause  of  existing  conditions  in  Europe,

The  greatest  immediate  need  is  the  print¬ 
ing  and  circulating  of  at  least  a  million  cop¬ 
ies  of  the  Russian  Bible,  three  million  copies 
of  the  New  Testament  and  a  large  supply  of 
the  very  best  Russian  Evangelical  Literature 
Then  several  hundred  Kvangeliata,  Colpor¬ 
teurs  and  Christian  Workers  must  be  trained 
sud  equipped  for  service  in  Russia  Already 
one  hundred  Russians  in  America  have  of¬ 
fered  themselves  for  soul-saving  service  in 
their  native  land  and  are  now  in  training, 
and  there  sre  also  hundreds  of  converted  and 
educated  men  in  Russia  who  have  suffered 
for  their  faith  and  who  now  need  to  be  ral¬ 
lied  and  encouraged 

As  a  very  vital  factor  in  the  realization  of 
a  comprehensive  evangelization  plan  for  Rus¬ 
sia  we  must  immediately  undertake  the  thor¬ 
ough  evangelization  of  the  Russian  and  other 
.  'atonic  people  in  our  own  country  and  Gai 
ada.  in  order  that  they,  in  great  numbers, 
being  converted  and  trained  here,  may  re¬ 
turn  to  their  native  lands  fully  equipped  for 
effective  service.

215.  But  what  we  lack  in  numbers  we  make 
up  in  good  spirit  and  earnestness  in  work 
You  would  naturally  expert  our  men  to  feel 
deprescsd,  but  the  opposite  is  true.  I  have 
never  known  so  large  a  percentage  of  stu¬ 
dents  to  remain  in  college  for  the  full  work 
of  the  session  Every  one  seems  to  realize 
if  our  noble  boys  in  camp  can  uncomplain¬ 
ingly  do  their  duty  surely  those  of  us  at  home 
should  do  oura. 

Some  weeks  ago  I>r.  Griffith,  our  newly 
elected  president  of  the  board,  and  I  went 
to  New  York  for  a  conference  with  Dr.  Sage 
of  the  General  Education  Board.  We  had  a 
most  cordial  reception  and  a  moat  satisfac¬ 
tory  conference  Those  |*eople  seem  to  want 
to  help  us  equally  as  heartily  as  we  want 
the  help,  and  while  1  am  not  permitted  to 
make  any  dcflnitq  statement  for  the  Board.  , 
because  we  talked  only  to  the  officers,  this 
much  is  certain,  they  want  to  ace  us  complete 
in  every  detail  our  endowment  and  are  anx-  j 
ioua  to  pay  us  every  dollar  of  their  one  •  , 
liuti.lr.-.l  thou*.. III. I  Th<  till"  for  cIomiiu.  iiplL 
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the  campaign  will  be  October  first,  instead  of 
August  first,  although  our  last  notes  expire 
August  first.  This  is  well,  for  it  gives  one 
full  month  in  which  to  get  our  money. 

Our  collections  for  the  past  winter  amount¬ 
ed  to  about  $33,000.  This  was  good,  but  far 
short  of  the  $90,000  needed,  but  we  will  get 
every  cent  of  it.  All  of  us  recognize  that  it  is 
difficult  to  collect  money  for  anything  hut 
for  war  purposes.  This  is  natural,  and  I 
think  well.  Our  supreme  business  now  is  to 
whip  the  barbarous  Hun,  and  we  shall  do  it, 
but  wc  will  likewise  hold  matters  together  at 
home  till  that  job  is  over  and  then  be  ready 
for  the  most  advanced  step  in  our  college 
work  for  half  a  century.  The  question  on 
your  lip  is,  will  we  get  extensions  from  year 
to  year  during  the  war  from  the  General 
Education  Board  till  our  endowment  is  com¬ 
pleted.  No  one  can  say.  But  this  is  true,  wc 
have  till  October  1,  1918.  If  not  finished 
then  we  have  the  privilege  of  asking  an  ex¬ 
tension  of  them  and  mighty  good  argument 
for  an  extension.  Also  another  truth,  they 
are  in  sympathy  with  us  and  want  to  help, 
only  we  must  do  our  duty. 

I  want  to  thank  publicly  all  those  noble 
pastors  and  laymen  who  during  the  campaign 
of  December  and  January  put  their  shoul¬ 
ders  to  the  wheel  and  helped  us.  They  did 
noble  service.  There  also  should  be  included 
in  capital  letters  our  Sunday  schools  and  the 
ladies'  societies.  All  this  loyalty  makes  one 
proud  he  is  connected  with  our  great  Bap¬ 
tist  enterprises.  We  are  depending  on  every 
one  to  do  their  full  duty.

THE  CHURCH 


Notwithstanding  the  gigantic  efforts  made 
to  differentiate  between  the  “Church”  and 
the  " Kingdom,”  “The  Church”  and  “A 
Church,  all  has  been  futile  and  they  remain 
the  same  “synonyms.’'  A  simple  organiza¬ 
tion  of  individuals  called  a  church,  with  high 
sounding  “adjectives”  preceding,  is  not  nec¬ 
essarily  a  church.  A  coalition  of  saints  and 
sinners  in  organization  does  not  constitute  a 
church,  nor  indeed  can  it  be  a  church-unit, 
with  an  unregenerate  person  in  fellowship. 
"A  little  leaven  Icaveneth  the  whole  lump.” 
A  church  ’  or  “the  church”  is  composed  of 
Spirit-born  characters.  The  Savior  makes 
that  plain  when  He  sava  to  Nieodemua,  “Ex¬ 
cept  a  man  lie  born  of  water  (natural  birth) 
and  of  the  Spirit  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  (or  heaven).”  Natural 
birth  is  essential  that  the  Spirit  may  have  a 
subject  to  operate  on.  The  declaration  of 
both  John  and  Christ,  that  “The  kingdom  of 
God  is  at  hand”  was  true,  notwithstanding 
the  church  or  kingdom  had  not  been  organ¬ 
ized  or  set  up,  hut  the  essential  factors  for 
its  construction  were  present,  which  consist¬ 
ed  of  the  “king,”  the  “subjects”  and  the 
“territory.”  The  words  of  the  Savior  to 
Peter  (Matt.  16:8)  make  it  clear  that  the 
building  of  the  church  was  yet  future.  The 
counsel  of  the  Savior  to  the  disciples  to  tarry 
at  Jerusalem,  with  the  promise  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  together  with  the  fulfillment  of  the 
promise  and  power  given  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost,  fixed  the  time  and  place  of  com 
pletion,  or  full  organization  of  the  church. 
There  is  hut  one  church  and  that  is  “Christ’s 
Church.”  Where  the  plural  is  used  as 
“churches,”  location  is  referred  to  rather 
than  tenet  or  sect.  When  Paul  was  enumer¬ 
ating  the  many  burdens  he  had  to  bear,  the 
last  mentioned  was  the  care  of  all  the  church¬ 
es.  What  sort  of  pastorate  would  it  have 
been  if  there  had  been  as  many  religious 
‘  ism*  '  ns  here  are  now  f  I/et  a  preacher 
try  such  a  thing  now,  and  if  he  preaches  the 
true  Bible  faith  he  will  be  tarred  and  feath¬ 
ered  before  he  gets  half  round.  (See  2nd 
Cor.  11 :23-28.) 

The  “Church’  'is  the  body  of  Christ  (Col. 
1:  18,24),  and  like  Himself  is  glorious  and 
without  spot  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ; 
bnt  that  it  should  be  holy  and  without  blem¬ 
ish.  Christ  is  the  “vihe”  and  individuals 
(not  churches)  are  the  branches.  The 
branches  certainly  possess  the  same  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  vine.  The  keeping  power  is 
of  God  and  no  shoddy-work  ever  comes  from 
the  Divine  workshop.  When  an  individual  is 
confused  over  the  Bible,  about  doctrines  and 
dogmas,  or  uncertain  about  fhe  orthodoxy 
of  religious  organizations,  you  may  be  sure 
they  are  ignorant  of  the  curriculum  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  school  and  are  not  in  attend-  . 
ance.  “God  is  not  the  author  of  confusion, 
but  of  peace.”  God  keeps  His  church  as  in 
the  hollow  of  his  hand,  and  as  the  apple  of 
His  eye.  The  church  is  just  as  pure  and

With  this  we  need 
not  be  distressed  oTer  anything  else  What¬ 
ever  our  past,  whatever  our  failures  and  sins, 
"Whosoever  believeth  is  justified  from  all 
things,”  Acts  13:39.  When  He  comes  He 
will  not  search  th<f  records  for  our  sins  or 
our  good  deeds;  His  only  concern  will  be 
whether  He  shall  Und  faith.

But  theyi  correspond  with  Paul’s 
description  of  the  ‘  last  day*”  and  they  seem 
justified  by  the  experience  and  observation 
of  many  today  wno  find  it  easier  to  induce 
almost  anything  elfte  in  people  rather  than  a 
simple  faith  in  the  [person  and  work  of  Jpsur 
We  still  find  people  who  are  willing  to  work 
or  sacrifice  or  suffer  to  help  along  their  spir¬ 
itual  prospects  orj  hopes,  who  are  asking, 
‘‘What  shall  we  do  that  we  may  work  the 
works  of  Godf"  but  who  seem  incapable  of 
taking  in  the  simpje  reply  of  Jesus:  "This  is 
the  work  of  GodJ  that  ye  believe  on  Him 
whom  He  hath  sijnt.”  The  supreme  com¬ 
mand  yet  is  to  believe.  Our  supreme  task  yet 
is  to  induce  faith  iin  others;  and  the  supreme 
question  at  the  coining  of  our  Lord  is,  "Will 
He  find  faith  on  tjhe  earth!”

THE  HOME  MISSIONS  COUNCIL 

_ I 

Some  unknown  friend  has  been  kind 
enough  to  send  us  a  marked  copy  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  “  Tenth  Annual  Meeting”  of 
the  Home  Missis  >ns  Council,  held  in  New 
York,  January,  1917.  The  following  items 
in  the  report  are  marked with  red  ink  h  irst 
a  part  of  the  cons  itution  of  the  organization. 
After  setting  out  the  purpose  of  the  organi¬ 
zation.  in  articbj  two  of  the  constitution, 
which  is  as  follows:  “Its  aim  shall  be  to  pro¬ 
mote  fellowship,  conference  and  co-opera 
tiirti  among  Christian  organizations  doing 
missionary  work  in  the  United  States,  1  an- 
ada  and  their  dependencies.”  The  second 
•article  is  marked.  It  reads:  "  Any  mission 
ary  organization  of  any  religious  denomina¬ 
tion.  doing  work  of  general  scope  in  the  ter¬ 
ritory  above  specified,  may  become  a  member 
of  this  council  bv  application  to  and  approval 


of  the  executive  committee.”  etc.  Then  we 
have  the  name  of  Rev.  L.  C.  Barnes,  D.  D., 
of  the  Home  Mission  Society  in  the  list  of 
names  of  the  Executive  Committee,  under¬ 
scored,  as  also  the  names, of  Rev.  John  M 
More,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  C.  L.  White,  as  mem 
hers  of  standing  committees.  There  are  also 
underscored  with  red  ink,  the  name*  of  the 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  and 
the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society  a* 
“Constituent  Organizations”  of  the  Council 
Then  we  have  parts  of  an  address  on  co-op 
oration  in  home  misisons,  which  seems  to 
have  been  endorsed  and  spoken  of  for  publi 
cation  by  the  Council,  also  marked  ;  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ofr  instance : 

"The  weak  point  just  now  in  home  mis¬ 
sion  wo-k  is  in  state  organizations  and  offi-  . 
cera.  They  are  on  the  old  line*  of  sectarian 
differences  and  competition.  They  have  not 
yet  as  fully  caught  the  more  generous  spirit 
of  eo-operation,  alliance  and  combination  as 
have  the  national  home  mission  board*.  In¬ 
deed  one  can  say  that  the  extreme*  there  is 
n  willingness,  almost  an  eager  readiness,  to 
federate,  to  work  in  friendly  fellowship,  but 
in  the  middle,  the  forces  still  pull  apart,  still 
strive  one  against  all  other*.  The  national 
hoards  in  annual  session  plan  together,  and 
hy  eomittees  throughont  the  year  work  to¬ 
gether.  In  small  eommunitiea  local  churches 
feel  the  stress  of  new  conditions  and  seek  to 
realize  a  common  fellowship  in  solving  com¬ 
munity  problems,  hut  too  often  they  are  held 
apart  by  state  denominational  leaders  and 
are  compelled  to  perpetuate  old  sectarian  dif¬ 
ferences  because  of  state,  denominational 
plans  and  policies.  It  is  this  middle  ground 
in  the  economy  of  denominations  which  to¬ 
day  needs  rearrangement,  reconstruction  and 
almost  reconversion  to  the  spirit  of  hrist. 

"Obviou*  Facts. 

"1.  Home  Mission  Boards  are  convinced 
that  competition  between  Christian  bodies, 
in  the  larger,  national  aapects  of  their  work, 
is  both  wasteful  and  un-Chriatian ;  but  are 
not  equally  sure  that  competition  in  states 
and  lesser  areas  is  likewise  wasteful  and  un- 
Chriatian. 

"2.  There  ia  a  popular  demand,  becoming 
more  intelligent  and  more  widely  spread,  ex- 
'  tending  among  the  laymen  even  more  than 
among  the  clergy,  for  practical  co-operation 
in  church  maintenance  and  church  extenaion 
in  small  communities. 

I  "3.  Progress  already  made  in  eo-opera¬ 
tion,  varied  in  kind,  realized  in  different 
f  parts  of  thp  country,  gives  unquestionable 
,  proof  that  the  principles  of  co-operation  and 
»  federation  will  work  and  are  not  mere  tlico- 


We  arc  giving  these  fads  because  we  think 
our  brethren  should  be  apprised  of  this  unit 
ed  purpose  of  our  brethren,  of  the  societies 
mentioned  to  co-operate,  and  to  parcel  out 
the  territory  and  the  work  of  home  misaion* 
with  other  denominations.  According  to  the 
constitution  of  the  Council  it  seems  that  Ro 
man  Catholics,  our  Mormon  friends  and  all. 
ran  be  members  ond  of  course  claim  exclu¬ 
sive  right  to  certain  territory.  The  Home 
Misaion  Board  and  the  Sunday  School  Board 
do  not  seem  to  have  been  included  in  the 
Council. — B..  in  Word  and  Way.

ever  having  seen  a  gray  overcoat  In 
our  army  worn  by  officer  or  man 
(there  may  have  been  a  few.  but  I  do 
remember  a  number  of  blue  coats 
which  were  taken  from  dead  Yan¬ 
kees.  Tbe  clothing  of  our  soldiers 
was  of  cotton  fabric  and  one  thin 
blanket  to  the  man.  Shoes  were 
sometimes  lsauesd.  but  usually  we  got 
them  from  home  or  from  dead  Yan¬ 
kees.  I  spent  two  hours  wslktng  over 
the  bsttlefleld  of  Chlcksmaugs  to  get 
a  pair  of  shoes  from  a  dead  Yankee, 
but  they  were  In  such  demand  that  1 
found  none. 

Please  note  how  splendidly  our  ar¬ 
my  today  ls  clothed,  housed  and  fed. 
And  this  Is  well.  Tbe  rations  of  the 
Southern  soldier  were  a  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  poor  beef  and  a  little  corn 
meal.  On  the  march  he  carried  all 
he  had  on  hla  back.  Including  bla 
kitchen  utensils,  which  consisted  usu¬ 
ally  of  a  frying  pan.  One  wagon  waa 
allowed  to  a  regiment.  Of  course  that 
went  to  the  colonel's  headquarters 
The  men  had  no  wagon. 

If  you  wtl  pardon  personal  refer¬ 
ence,  1  did  not  have  an  overcoat  dur¬ 
ing  the  war.  More  than  half  of  the 
time  I  bad  no  coat  at  all.  ln  1864-C6 
1  was  not  ln  a  house  or  tent  of  any 
kind  for  twelve  months,  and  my  pro¬ 
tection  from  lea  and  rain  was  a  little 
cotton  blanket.  If  there  was  com¬ 
plaint.  It  was  very  limited.  We  knew 
that  the  government  could  do  no  bet¬ 
ter;  therefore  we  accepted  service 
willingly  and  Joyfully.  Do  the  men 
i  of  our  armies  today  appreciate  the  ef¬ 
fort  made  by  the  government  to  make 
them  comfortable?  I  hope  they  do. 
Senator  Chamberlain  does  not  seem  to 
appreciate  It  very  much. 

Can  It  be  that  we  of  today  are  less 
patriotic  and  self-sarhlflrlng  than  the 
people  of  1861,  or  Is  It  because  we 
do  not  realise  that  we  are  at  war? 
Is  It  not  well  for  us  to  consider  the 
terms  offered  by  Germany  to  poor 
prostrate  Russia?  We  are  thankful 
that  there  waa  left  enough  spirit  ln 
Russia  to  reject  the  terms.  Can  we 
expect  Germany  to  be  more  liberal 
with  America  If  our  armies  are  de¬ 
feated?  What  will  she  offer  us  In 
the  event  France  and  England  are 
beaten?  Let  ns  consider  that  Ger¬ 
many  Is  offering  her  best  terms  to 
Russia  to  break  the  alliance  of  na¬ 
tions  and  to  eliminate  a  large  mili¬ 
tary  force,  so  that  she  may  turn  with 
her  fall  strength  upon  France.  If  un¬ 
der  the  circumstances  she  has  made 
such  a  demand  upon  Russia,  what  de¬ 
mand  would  she  maka  once  France 
and  Rngland  are  beaten? 

It  Is  high  time  the  people  of  the 
Halted  Stairs  should  wake  from  their 
lethargy,  put  aside  money-making 
and  accept  sacrifice  without  com¬ 
plaint.  We  should  put  down  with 
strong  hand  all  of  those  who  live  In 
this  country  and  receive  Its  protection 
and  full  liberty  while  they  attempt  to 
strike  with  assassin  daggers  In  the 
dark. 

Treason,  If  found,  even  In  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Senate,  should  be  punished 
promptly,  even  more  quickly  than  If 
perpetrated  by  a  private  citizen  who 
has  no  Influence  or  following  Allens 
should  be  made  to  serve  the  general 
government,  leave  the  country,  or  go 
to  Jail.

But  with  the  very 
larse  majority  of  the  churches.  the 
revival  of  the  prevent  year  la  still  a 
future  event.  But  Immediately  after 
the  return  of  our  paatora  from  the 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptlat  Con¬ 
vention  the  revival  will  begin  to  be 
one  of  the  main  Item*  of  Interest  of 
our  Baptlat  hoata — In  city,  town, 
eountryalde,  everywhere — and  will 
continue  to  be  until  after  the  froata 
fall. 

May  I  not,  therefore,  preliminary 
to  thla  very  Important  aeaaon  In  our 
Baptlat  life  and  effort,  aay  a  few 
thlnga,  In  a  heart-to-heart  way,  to 
the  brethren? 

I.  I’rayer  la  Mightily  KeeetUlal. 

All  genuine  revlvala  come  primari¬ 
ly  and  fundamentally  from  Ood.  Paul 
may  plant.  Appolloa  may  water  But  If 
Increaae  there  be  It  cornea  from  Ood. 

Chrlat  la  the  living  head  of  Ilia 
church  Hence,  He  rnuat  Inaplre  and 
direct  the  revival.  That  la  why  I  In- 
alat  that  prayer  la  not  only  eaaentlal 
— but  mightily  so  On  one  occaalon 
Jeaua  atated  the  raae  thug;  *'l  have 
choaen  and  appointed  you  to  aak  the 
Father  In  my  name."  He  couldn't 
have  atated  the  caac  more  almply — 
nor  yet  more  atrongly.  It  almply 


prayers  had  come  up  before  God. 

Yea,  the  Acta,  In  a  true  sense.  Is 
the  record  of  apostolic  revivals 

And  Its  teachings  warrant  me  In 1 
saying  that  heaven  la  still  full  of  I 
spiritual  blessings  for  the  church  and 
the  world — and  prayer  la  the  God- 
chosen  means  of  opening  the  windows 
1  heaven. 

a  Personal  Work  In  Soul-Win¬ 
ning. 

Only  those  prayers  which  are  fol¬ 
lowed  by  earnest  and  consecrated 
work  to  bring  souls  to  hrlat  are  gen¬ 
uine.  If  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  signi¬ 
fies  anything  at  all.  it  means  that  we 
must  obey  Ood  In  the  doing  of  what¬ 
ever  and  all  that  Jesua  commands. 
But  the  greatest  of  all  work  Is  this: 
Winning  men  from  sin  to  Christ. 

Let  no  saved  man  aay  he  cannot  be 
a  soul-wlnlng  Christian.  Within  him¬ 
self,  no  one  can  be  worth  while  But 
to  everyone  who  really  wants  to  be 
a  successful  soul-winner  Jesus  gives 
the  wisdom  and  power  of  Himself. 

If  I  were  asked  to  lay  my  h\nd  on 
the  weakest  spot  of  the  average  re¬ 
vival,  1  would  not  hesitate  very  long 
in  laying  It  upon  the  absence  of  the 
element  of  personal  evangelism — the 
"one  by  one"  method  of  seeking  the 
lost  and  leading  them  to  a  personal 
acceptance  of  Jesus  Chrlat. 

It  Is  not  an  unwise  plan — and  cer 


means,  among  many  other  Important  talnly  It  la  practicable— to  select  the 
matters,  that  every  Christian  la  under  names  of  those  who  are  not  saved 
divine  appointment  to  pray  for  oth  and  who  should  be  reached  during 
era.

Intercessory  prayer  must  pre¬ 
cede  any  great  soul-reaching  revival. 

2.  Tl.c  Book  of  Acts  as  a  Hand- 
Ixtok  In  Itevivale. 

In  a  sense  the  Book  of  Acts  Is  an 
account  of  revivals  during  the  early 
days  of  the  present  dispensation  And 
yet.  so  far  as  1  can  make  out  the 
case,  every  one  of  these  revivals  was 
preceded  and  accompanied  by  much 
prayer. 

In  fact,  the  church  of  Jesus  Chrlat 
was  born  hi  a  prayer-meeting.  Per¬ 
haps  we  might  not  all  give  the  same 
answer  to  the  question:  "When  was 
the  church  born?"  but  I  am  sure  we 
would  all  be  at  one  on  the  proposition 
that  It  was  laid  at  the  drat  on  the 
lap  of  a  prayer  meeting 

Then  you  remember  that  that  first 
Immensely  great  awakening,  when 
about  three  thousand  were  added  to 
the  disciples'  company,  was.  seeming¬ 
ly,  In  direct  answer  to  prayer  Later, 
so  It  la  said,  there  came  another 
mighty  revival  wave.  But  Just  be¬ 
fore  Its  coming.  It  Is  said:  "All  lifted 
up  their  voices  to  Ood  In  one  accord." 
That's  prayer.  Isn't  It? 

In  the  sixth  chapter  we  have  an 
account  of  the  settlement  of  certain 
and  special  difficulties  In  the  church 
— settled  by  prayer 

In  the  eighth  chapter  we  are  told 
how  a  great  revival  accompanied  the 
prayer  and  preaching  of  Philip;  and 
Ood  sent  an  angel  to  tell  Cornelius, 
a  man  still  In

not  to  ask  the  church  to  mnke  Inter¬ 
cession  also  for  any  special  cases. 
Then  be  "wise  like  serpents  and 
harmless  like  doves"  In  the  use  of 
your  own  personal  and  Individual  op¬ 
portunities  to  present  Christ  to  these 
unsaved  as  their  own  sufficient  and 
complete  Savior,— relying  on  the  Ho¬ 
ly  Spirit  always  for  wisdom  and 
power. 

4  The  Three  lliiles  of  tile  Huccess- 
ful  fisherman. 

An  old  fisherman,  who  knows  all 
about  catching  trout,  has  given  out 
what  he  affirms  are  three  essentlgl 
rules  for  successful  trout-catching 
He  boldly  says:  'it  Is  no  good  try¬ 
ing.  If  you  don't  mind  them.  The 
first  rule  Is  this:  Keep  yourself  out  of 
sight  8econd:  Keep  yourselef  fur 
ther  out  of  sight.  Third:  Keep  your 
self  still  further  out  of  sight." 

Now,  1  may  add.  this  old  expert 
trout-catcher’s  advice  is  confirmed  by 
all  other  good  fishermen.  A  notable 
angler,  writing  not  long  ago  In  one 
of  our  magazines,  summed  up  all  his 
advice  In  what  he  proclaimed  "a 
golden  maxlm""Let  the  trout  see  the| 
angler,  and  the  angler  will  catch  no 
trout." 

This  that  I  am  now  saying  Is  also 
a  first  essential  In  the  fine  art  of 
catching  men  How  easy  it  Is  to  get 
self  In  sight' 

You  want  to  see  people  saved,  do 
you?  Why?  Is  It  because  you  love 
their  souls  to  the  deepest  depths  of 
your  heart?  Or  Is  It  because  you  are 
selfishly  Interested? 

1  have  an  Impression  that  it  all  our 
saved  men  and  women  could  some¬ 
how  or  other  convince  all  the  unsaved 
the  dark,  that  hta'that  they  are  unselfishly  Interested 
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enough  in  their  salvation  to  be  will¬ 
ing  to  make  any  reasonable  sacrifice 
in  their  behalf,  then  we  should  hardly 
be  able  to  keep  them  from  our  meet 
ings — and  from  our  Christ 

But  self  gets  In  sight — even  In  our 
feeble  efforts  to  lead  the  unsaved  to 
Christ!  I  fear  that  our  conduct  all 
too  often  has  reminded  that  unsaved 
Individual  In  whom  we  seem  to  be 
Interesed  of  some  desperately  In 
earnest  hunter,  who  Is  trying  to  bring 
down  every  bird  possible  In  order  to 
add  one  mors  to  the  number  already 
In  hla  bag!

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If  you  will  turn  to  the 
States  Census  Report  you 
startled  to  learn  that  the  breweries 
use  more  power  and  fuel  for  making 
beer  than  do  the  bakers  of  the  coun¬ 
try  for  making  bread  and  other  baked 
food;  and  as  compared  with  other  In¬ 
dustries  It  runs  into  six.  nine,  and 
twenty  times  as  much.  So  this  would 
bo  a  saving  in  coal;  besides  these 
things  are  needful  to  our  well-being 
Then  there  would  be  saved  the  coal 
now  used  In  hauling  raw  material  to 
the  breweries,  and  all  those  barrels, 
kegs,  cases  and  bottles  both  empty 
and  full. 

But  If  we  had  war  prohibition  at 
once  it  not  only  would  prevent  these 
leaks  In  Uncle  Sam’s  coal  bln.  but  It 
would  pour  the  coal  In  so  much  more 
rapidly  from  the  mines.  We  know 
some  mine  operators  have  asked  for  a 
dry  rone  around  their  mines  because 
so  much  time  was  lost  by  the  men  on 
account  of  drink.  Not  only  was  their 
efficiency  reduced  ordinarily,  but 
Mondays  and  after  pay  days  many 
would  never  return  to  work  The  In¬ 
creased  wages  In  some  Instances  hava 
even  led  to  heavier  drinking  by  the 
mea.
